Please amend the claims as follows: 



1 . (Amended) A polyisocyanate composition comprising a titanium complex 
comprising titanium and an acetoacetate ester in which the molar ratio of Ti to acetoacetate 
ester is in the range 1 :2 to 1 :8 and said acetoacetate ester is an ester of an alcohol containing 1 
to 4 carbon atoms. 



23. (Amended) A method comprising using a Titanium complex as defined in 
claim 1 for accelerating the binding of lignocellulosic materials. 
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Please add th e following new claim: 

24. (New) A process for accelerating the binding of lignocellulosic material 
comprising: 

a) contacting lignocellulosic material with a titanium complex comprising titanium 
and an acetoacetate ester in which the molar ratio of Ti to acetoacetate ester is in the range 

1 :2 to 1 :8 and said acetoacetate ester is an ester of an alcohol containing 1 to 4 carbon atoms; 
and 

b) subsequently allowing said material to bind.
